The (Illegality of the American Art Volon.
Hlll'KKIOK OOtlBT.

OPINION OP JUIH1K HOUSBrBLT.
JtrNK 14. Judge Koosovolt bad given the follow-

! ing opinion concurring with that efJudge Mitoholl
' .on the illegality and unconstitutionality of the

American Art Union ;

First.That a lottery, within tho meaning of the
constitution, wad a " sohomo," by which contribu¬
tions in money wore solicited to 11 common fuud,
composed of equal shares, to be distributed after¬
wards (subject to a fixed deduction for profits and
expenses), into unequal portions, culled blanks a<id
prizes, determinable by the " wheel of fortune," or

ai.y other appeul to chanro. Second. l'bat ail iu*
vt ft meat ot the common fund, that uivitod ami con¬
tributed for u subsequent unequal p*itit:oi by lot,
in objects of value l.taitud of money or moneyed s.-
curiiit'S, can make iiodilTcrencoiii principle A pic¬
ture, a statue, a splendid coach, or an tlabo.' itulycuivcd piece of plate or furniture, worth a iliousiud
dollars, is, to toe e:>ger imagination, a* iuueh'a
*. pyze" as a purse containing a hundred e.igl m in
gold. Tin* pulsion lor gaming may tie stimulated
us effectually by tho pi .spectof the ouo as of the
other. Their mutual convertibility is too obvious
to otcajte the dullest perception. A great commer¬
cial cui|ioriuiu, all know, and especially the keeti-
sightcd gamester, can turn painting into g»ld,
and geld into painting, with equal, or nearly equal,facility . The woik of ait," it is true, may, in
the lluctuatious of demaud and supply, sell for less,
but it may ulso sell for more, than the artist's p.ijo
und tins element, therefore, being an additional

ingrt dient of hazard, instead of counteracting,
seives rathor to aggravate tho virulence of the poi-
st»n. What the constitution intonded to prombit

tery tickets. The greater or loss certainty of tho
pri/.uh, or their greater or less magnitude, provided
tin y had any pecuniary value, and any tendency to
stimulate the gambling propensity, woro circum¬
stances of nO acceunt. The moral opium, ki all its
forms and degrees, was to bo excluded from tho
Social system.

o Mibtle and seductive, and so purvadingly perni¬
cious, us not t o be entrusted to t he administration
id' even tho Legislature itself. " No lottery," say
the frntners of the constitution.making no excep¬
tion in favor of any particular " sobenie," or any
(.utieular purpose, whether it bo an Art Union, or
a College Union, or a Church Uniou, whether
it be taste, tV talent, or religion "no lotterybull hereafter be authorized in this State." And
lest this inhibition upon tho legislative power
«l ould, us a mere negative provision, be insufficient
to stay the evil, a positive injunction was superadd¬
ed, directing that "the legislature shall piss laws
to prevent the sale of all lottery tickets (by what
power soever sanctioned) within this State."
What, then, it may bo asked, is tho five dollar sub¬
scription to tho Art Union'! what but tho purchase
of a ticket in the Art- Union Lottery ! Cauany dis¬
tinction, in principle, bo drawn between the " certi¬
ficate" delivered to '. tho subscriber," as the evi¬
dence of his ehanco, in tho lottery of the Art Union,
and the " ticket" sold in former times to the candi¬
dates for fertuno in the Union College scheme 1
The method is tho name, the niotivo is the same,
the object is tho same, and tho passion addressed
and relied on for success is tho sanio ; and I may
add, the " public good," so strenuously, and no
doubt sincerely, urged, is the saino. And yet, tho
Union College lotteries wcro stopped forever
merely to bo succecded, if tho defendants' couusol
arc right, by tho lotteries of the Art-Union, und
others ol' a kindred character. Somo stress has
bc«n laid upon tho fact, which is not denied, that
tho Art Union selicme involves no blanks, livery
purchaser of a ticket, it is suid, is suro to draw a

prize. If this distinction bo admissiblo, it
must be applied equally tb menoyed lotteries,
and the managers would only havo to avo-
rugo a fccheme of dollar prizes, at tho bot¬
tom, to sustaiu a system of twenties and ovon
hundreds ofthousands at the top. Absolute blanks
uro not essential to the idea of a lottery; intoutional
inequality in tho distribution.be it great or sinull,
to be determined by chanco, is all on this point that
is necessary. It is tho possibility of drawing a

" splendid prize" that constitutes the temptation of
the deluded victim; tho blanks, whether absolute or

comparative, in his view are of little or no account.
But even admitting them to havo some influence,
it is difficult <o conocire how a small modicum of
certainty, in the sh»j>e of an overvalued engraving,
tbiwwn into a stupendous mixture of chance, can

entirely, not partially, neutralize tho poisonous na¬
ture of the compound. It may make the drug more
extensively seductive.and that, I presume, is both
its object and us effect; but does it render it loss
p.-t nit-ions'! My conclusion is, that, purchased, as
these paintings were, for the express purpose, the

p nposed distribution of them by lot, in unequal
portion?, among the holders of tickets, by way of

! o'clock this morning, and the trial of Edwin Wilbur
was proceeded with. Mr. llobson was recalled, and
examined at. considerable length, us to the language
used to the prisoner at tiio lime of the confession,
ui (1 Mr. Spencer "renewed his argument agains* the
admissibility. Justice Osbora wo s nlao placed on
the stand, and testified to the substance of what
Mr. Hobson said at tho examination before him.
It was, that he told tho voung man that he had
got himself into a difficulty, and that ho had tho
proof against liim; and now, if there were any miti-

t.ii.ji circumstances in tho matter, anil he should
t require any favor at his bands, it would bo far bet¬

ter for him to tell tho whole truth, than to doccive
anv parties.

l'hc Court, after a long discussion, held that the
confession was not such a voluntary and fi-eo one as
the law contemplated, and ruled it out.
A witness, (K Graves,) for tho defence, did not

tliii.k that the filling up of the chock was in tho
I prisoner's hand writing: and ho and another wit¬

ness spoke as to his good general character.
Mr. Spencer rammed up fjr tljo defence, pointing

out the absenoc of all testimony, when the confes¬
sion, (which was extorted tinder the fear of expo-
siirt and disgrace), was stricken out. Tho Assistant
District Attorney submitted tho ease under the
ch trgeof the Recorder. His Honor directed tliein
to discard the admission of guilt by the prisoner
himself, and confinc themselves to tho consideration
of the other points. These were very meagre, con¬
sisting principally in tho facility which tho defend¬
ant had of committing tho offence. The jury, after
an absence of about an hour, returned a verdict of
not guilty. The accused, who is an exceedingly
genteel and good looking young man. was then dis¬
charged, and left the Court with his friends.

Charge of Perjury Against an Attorney.
An Episode in 'lit " Shirt C<i*e" Controversy.
.lames Ferguson, whose litigations have claimed so
muob attention from our courts, civil and criminal, for
the past five or six years, chiefly originating with
the celebrated divorce suit, known as tho "shirt
case," was placed on trial, indicted for falsely swear¬

ing before the Court of Special Sessions, on the 26th
November, 1860, that tho present complainant.
George P. Brush, had assaulted hiin on the Kith
(toy of March, 1850, on his going to serve hiin with
a subpoena.
Hon. A. L. Jordan and lion. F. A. Talmadge ap¬

peared for the defence.
Mr. A. 0. Hall opened the ease, and re id the in¬

dictment He proceeded to state tho circumstances,
show ii g that the defendant had complained, in t!i
first instance, before the police magistrate.h id
then gone to tho grand jury, and finally to the
Special Sessions.upon which occasions, as also
in a civil suit, he had sworn to the same State of
fiels.
Mr. Jordan objected. None of these facts were

alleged in the indictment, and could not bo given
in evidence ; he therefore submitted that counsel
oucbt not to state them in tho opening.
Mr Hall supposed he had the right to give them

in evidence, and should certainly offer them all.
An clement in the critnn was tho corruptness, or
malice; and tho repeated acts of the prisoner, in tho
batne courso of action, wus, he contended, not only
competent but most proper evidence of malice, and
he certainly had a right to it in his opening.
Mr Jordan replied, it resolved itself into a ques¬

tion whether they had the right to give these things
in evidence, and prove other cases against his
client. The indictment referred to the Speeisl
Scions only, and to that they must confine them¬
selves.
The Court thought, in tho present stage, that

the District Attorney should confirm himself to the
specific perjury charged.lit a future one, they might
go ii.to the question of nntlico.
Mr. Hall said ho would offer tho evidence in tho

course of the trial, nod with that intimation from
the Court, would avoid the subject at present,

From tlicso rumors, the editor of the Herald pro¬

For our owa
purt, wo sec no sufficient reason for these gloomy
apprehensions.apprehensions, too, to whioh, wo are
free to say, wo think tho Liborian authorities ought
not to givo place, cxcept on vory sufficient and in-
eontrovertiblo evidence, seeing that that power wu
the first to roeognisu Liberia s national exi.itonoe,
nnd has given her substantial tokens of good will.
There is enough in England's eonnootion with tho

Tradetown country to justify her in '"inquiring into
the difiiculty" between tho three chiefs and the
Liberian authorities, for although tho sovoroignty
of that country was ceded to Liboria by Bover,
its acknowledged chief, for a well understood conside¬
ration. yet this was done with a reservation made
necessary by tho fact that two English merchants,
Messrs. Lawrence andMurruy, luvd purchased therein
the right to a sito or silos for factories. Now, it has
been asserted by Liberia, that Mr. Lawrenoa
prompted Beyer to rebellion and resistance to Libo¬
rian authority. This is reiterated in tho Herald be¬
fore us. Those and other circumstances made it in¬
cumbent upon tho English commander to institute
inquiries, such interference not being of his own
seeking, but forced iqmn him by the repeated alle¬
gations of the Liberian authorities. Yvith respeot
to the modu of conducting the inquiry, wo really
find no established fact nothing having tho appear¬
ance of accredited truth that is not compatible

w i'h feelings of friendship, and a desire to do justice.
But, -uliS' queutly, us we understand, to the in-

quiiy nt Truiietown, tho British bloop-of-war Crane
I arrived at Monrovia, and the commander sent a

, despatch to (iovernor Roberts, conveying adicu-' ment to tho effect that the right of the government
of Liberia to exerting sovereignty over tho Trado-
town country having been denied by tho native
oliefs.be nnn-t protest "against any arrest or mo-
lestntion whatever of Mr. Lawrence," who hai been
cited to trial by the Liberian government for a mis*
d< meanor cominitteil in stirring up rebellion in New
Cess. Yet herein is no evidence of hostile in&er-
ferencc on the part ofCJreat Britain. Tho ofDoeron
the station respectfully, though formally, apprisesthe President of tho republic that, as at present in¬
formed, he cannot jicriiiit, Mr. Lawronceto be mo¬
lested. Commander McDonnell will transmit homo
his report. The Liberian Secretary for ForeignA flairs will also communicate tho facts to tho British
government, and when the friendly disposition of
that government is borne in mind, if, seems to ua
not probable that nny injustice will be dono to
Liberia.
The real source of trouble to Liberia, we imagine,will lie the native chiefs on the borders, aidud bythoso of tho interior. The* Liberian forcos, how¬

ever, so effectually put down Crando's rebellion,that we are but little inclined to doubt their abilityto cope with Boyer and his allies. Such troubles
will unavoidably arise as tho energetic republicanspush their way into the country behind the coast
territory they have so rapidly and successfully and
honorably acquired. These arc evils common to
any new settlement, and can only bo overcome by
courage and prudence. Tho Liberians have givenevidence of the possession of these virtues, and wahave no fenrof tneir rapid and pe-rmunont prosperity.W hilo these difficulties are penditg, the internal
resources of the republic are developing themselves,
as will be feen by the following extractfrom a letter
written by one of its citizens, who has good oppor¬tunities for knowing the truth:.
We are getting along as well as iinuoI. I think the

spirit of industry and enterprise in the republic is d»-
eid( illy on the increase. All trades nnd*bianehes of busi¬
ness are assuming a regulur and systeniat ie form. Tuere
are more improvement* the numl>er of houses now ia
pi ogress of erection is greater, nnd the material better
and more durable, than any former period of our historycould I.oust of. Late immigrants. I mean recently arriv¬
ed immigrants.are more nctive and contented than they
were formerly. One cause of this an- tho improvement!!everywhere manifest. Formerly, wliou all old settters
and new were poor and meanly clad and meanly Moused,there was little to *timuluto the ambition of the nuwlynrrivrd. Those they found here were so little in advanoa
of them, that the distinction w;is as nothing Things, la
this respect, are now somewb it ohanirrd Families, morethan a few, are living as comfortably us people anywhere.Their ea>e, anil even ehgance, excites the ambition at
e>ery aspiring immigrant, nnd he goes ri^bt to wjrk.
